IN CONTRAST to the sho rt life o f 
so me o f the letter eo mbinatio ns in 
the New Deal’s “alphabet so u p” is the 
fact that an alphabetical designatio n 
sy stem o riginated by an American 
army o fficer 120 y ears ago is still in 
u se. 
He was Co l. Charles Kitchell 
Gardner and if y o u lo o k in the “His­ 
to rical Register and Dictio nary o f the 
United States Army ” y o u will tind him 
credited with being the "au tho r o f the 
designatio n o f co mpanies (May 22, 
1816) by the first letter o f the alpha­ 
bet.” 
Bo rn in New Jersey , Gardner was 
appo inted an ensign in the army In 
1808, serv ed as a captain o f artillery 
in the War o f 1812, was transferred 
to the infantry and adv anced to the 
rank o f majo r and then co lo nel du r­ 
ing that co nflict. 
He finally resigned 
in 1818 and died In 1869. 
Altho ug h Gardner’s scheme fo r des­ 
ig nating the co mpanies in infantry and 
artillery reg iments and the tro o ps in 
cav alry reg iments was by letters fro m 
A to M, there has nev er been a Co m­ 
pany J in o ur army . The reaso n is 
that, at the time he inv ented the sy s­ 
tem. the letters I and J were still fre­ 
quently w’ritten ex actly alike. To

Fo r the 
same reaso n there is no J street In 
Washing to n, D. O., where so me o f 
the principal tho ro ug hfares are desig ­ 
nated by letters instead o f names.
